Thronged the Midway 


at Union Station. 


Mayor Ziegenhein and 
Reception Committee

An Outpouring of En- 
\ thusiasm Such as 
the City Has 
Not Known. 


Excitement Was _ In- 
tense When the Hap-

From the Train. 


Never did heroes returning from the 
most sanguianry campaigns receive such 
e welcome as was accorded Battery A of 
St. Louis last night. 

From 7 o'clock until the train arrived 
the big midway was jammed from Eigh- 
teenth to Twentieth streets with the most 
anxious, most expectant crowd that ever 
assembled there. 

Everyone was intent upon welcoming the 
only Missouri boys who left American soil, 
and there were enthusiasm and national 
flags everywhere. The slow moving of the 
time of arrival back from 9 o'clock to 
nearly midnight threw no damper on the 
ardor of those who stood in the big stone 
walk. 

Cheers for Dewey, Sampson, Schley, 
Wheeler and other heroes merely filled in 
the time, when the frantic yells for Bat- 
tery A were silent. From one end of the 
midway to the other the artillerymen were 
cheered individually often times, but us- 
wally generally. 

The most noticeable feature in all the 
crush was the excellent order maintained 
and the evident good spirits of the watchers, 
notwithstanding the fact that they had been 
subjected to several disappointments in the 
time of the train’s arrival. 

What did they care for a few minutes, 
whether it meant sooner or later. The bat- 
téry was coming within hailing distance of 
Missouri! soil after months of hardship in 
a foreign country, confronted by a hostile 
foe. It was not a time to quibble about 
geconds or minutes, or even hours; the boys 
were coming and everybody was glad of it. 
and that gladness inspired the heartiest 


cheers that have ascended to the roof of the’ 


big shed that sheltered the train of the in- 
coming troops. If any doubted whether St. 
Louls was glad to see her scons again safe 
west of the Mississippi, that doubt would 
have been dispelled by a single glance at 
the monster party that crowded every avail- 
able foot of space in the midway and surged 
against the iron gates with such persistent 


force as to cause Col. Jerry Coakly to per- 
anit the most anxious ones upon the inside 
platform after'10 o'clock. 

Chief Campbell was notified of the un- 
expected dimensions of the crowd, and at 
the sugestions of those in charge sent up 
a cordon of police.

A Great Shout Went Up When the Bat- 
tery Arrived. 

_ As the hands of the station clock drew 

nearer 11 the impatience of the crowd in- 

creased. Every woman there—and there 

were thousands—had some loved one in 

the battery and the delay to them was 


painful. 

They pushed anl literally fought thelr 
way to points of vantage, only to be driven 
back repeatedly by the police guard, which 
charged upon the crowd again and again, 
striving to keep the platform clear for the 
troops. 

It is safe to say that the people who 
composed the real welcoming committee 
were never so roughly used in their lives, 
and no crowd ever took the assaults of 
the police more good naturedly. Pretty 
irls lifted their dress skirts and sat upon 
the platform, joining in every cheer that 
was sent up. Dignified, elderly ladies 
with their staid maje companions pushed 
and shoved with all the zest of the most 
mischievous boy. 

“I have two sons in the battery,” said one 
pleasant-faced lady, ‘‘and I propose to see 
them.””

The impact at the 
midway gate was so severe that the police 
had to force a way. It was physical 
strength against the struggle of families, 
friends, relatives. Every moment the tu- 
mult became greater. Women waved their 
handkerchiefs unti] their fair arms sank 
exhausted at their sides. Men cheered till 
hoarseness subdued their voices. It seem- 
ed as if a frenzy of joy had seized the mul- 
titude. Even the police lost their heads in 
the frantic clamor. 

Within the illuminated main salon at 
Union Station a scene doubtless unequaled 
in the annals of welcomes accorded by a St. 
Louis audience was enacted. 

Ranged along the staircases and in the 
logg:.as in the glare of marble, onyx and 
electric lights, picturesquely gowned women 
and more somberly clad, but wildly enthus- 
iastic men vied with each other in demon- 
strating their appreciation of patriotism. 

How the artillerymen survived the ordeal 
without yielding to the impulse to break 
the line seemed inexplicable, but the vista 
of the glittering inviting dining tables was 
certainly an irresistable counter attraction, 

It was no uncommon sight to see old men 
plant kisses on the lips of Uncle Sam's 
men. The smack was infectuous. Female 
members of the audience kissed each other 
when they could not get at the returned 
fighters. 

Saddest, perhaps, of the individuals, who 
numbered thousands, was Dr. Whittlesey, 
who gave two sons to his country, the sec- 
ond one dying recently while a member of 
the battery. White-bearded and snowy- 
haired he walked aimlessly about, tears 
coursing down his cheeks. He grasped one 
after another of the comrades in arms of his 
lost son and as the broken-hearted parent 
was recognized the brave men whispered 
words of comfort to him. 

‘“‘Your son died as a soldier should,” said 
one. 

‘“‘We were all ready to go. 
your boy,’”’ said another. 

Then two members of the Reception Com- 
mittee took him in hand and guiding him to 
a seat at one of the long tables tried to 
cheer him at the feast and to temper the 
cruelty of war for him as best they could.

STILL A MYSTERY. 


The murder mystery of Yellow 
Mill Pond is as deep now 4s it 
was on the day that the mutilated 
remains of an unknown young 
woman were found there.

MIDDLEBORO DEPOT, Mass., 
17.—Marion Grace Perkins arrived at her 
home in Middleboro this evening, alive 
and well. At the same time her father was 
on his way from Bridgerort, Conn., with 
the body of the murdered woman, whom 
he had positively identified as that of his 
daughter. Charles Bourne, who had been 
absent from home since Thursday, came 
on the same frain with the young woman. 
Neither of them wil] say a word. But 
Mrs. Perkine, the mother of Grace, says 
everything is all right and thet the young 
persons are married. 

Where they have been their friends will 
not tell. They arrived here -on a train 
that came from Taunton, Mass. It ts said 
that the marriage took place to-day or 
yesterday, and that the pair spent the time 
cither at Wareham or Tremont, about six- 
teen miles from this place. 

The arrival of the young persons at their 
homes makes the mystery surrounding the 
murder of the ‘girl found in Yellow Mill 
Pond at Bridgeport all the greater.

France agree that the 
Dreyfus case has now brought France to 
the eve of a crisis, perhaps the most for- 
midable in the history of.the third republic. 
The situation is rendered more acute by 
the fact that it is threatening not merely 
the existence of the Cabinet but the sta- 
bility of the constitution. 

A significant feature of the situation {6 
the attitade of President Faure. He is 
known to be utterly opposed to a revision 
of the case. The Premier, M. Brisson, 
and a majority of his colleagues, however, 
have decided in favor of reopening the 
matter, though with the resignation of 
the Minister of War, Gen. Zurlinden, as a 
result, there is but little doubt that popu- 
lar feeling is still against a revision. Thus, 
the Cabinet will come in confilct with the 
people, while President Faure as the cham- 
Pion of the army and with the sympathy 
of a majority of the nation, assumes a 
formidable role, which may lead to grave 
development. This will be clearly seen if 
the Cabinet's decision leads. as is ex- 
tremely likely, to mob demonstrations. It 
is predicted that with the present state of 
military feeling the army will side with 
the demonstrators against the Cabinet. 

Gen. Zurlinden has sent his written resig- 
nation to Premier Brisson as follows: 

“I have the honor to beg you to receive 
my resignation as Minister of War. An ex-

BUTTE BUILOING 


NA COLLAPSE, 


Three Stury Structure Being 
Repaired Now in Ruins. 


BUTTE, Mont., Sept. 17.—The York build- 
ing, a three-story structure on West 
Park street, collapsed about 10:30 this 
morning, carrying down 16 people, burying 
some of them, but so far as can be learned, 
killing no one, though many profess to be- 
lieve a search of the debris will reveal the 
presence of several bodies. The building 
was used for stofes on the lower floor and 
lodging rooms above. The lower floor was 
being remodeled to be used as a dry goods 
store. 

A partition through the center, which 
helped to support the floors above, had 
been torn out, thus weakening the upper 
part of the bullding. Suddenly the whole 
building was felt to quiver and then there 
were ominous crackings. The workmen 
cnade a dash for safety, but some of them 
were caught. The front wall came down 
like a board on edge, piling up in the cellar, 
The floors and roof from the front to within 
twenty feet of the rear, came down in a 
heap. 

The fire department and citizens went to 
work on the wreck at once and every 


available team in town was pressed into 
service to carry off the debris. 

It will be several days before the wreck 
can Be cleared away.

Assault of Negroes on an Ex- 
Alderman Causes Fear.

PANA, IIL, Sept. 17.—Not since the strike 
of the employes of the four mines of Pana, 
inaugurated April 1, during which time 
there has been very serious and exciting in- 
cidents, has there been such Intense ex- 
citement and 1ea!ly trouble bordering on riet 
and bloodshed as occurred to-night.

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SOUND FRANCHISE POLICY. 


The original charter of the Illinois Central Railroad required 
the payment of the State in lieu of taxes of 7 per cent of the 
gross receipts of the 706 milés of the road. 

Under this provision the State of Illinois received last year 
$658,723, which represents an interest in the property, at 3% 
per cent. of $15,820,657. 

This is an example of sound public finance. It illustrates the 
possibilities of a common sense franchise policy. The fran- 
chise or public value of every corporation is that part of the 
value not represented in actual tangible wealth or capital. It 
belongs to the public, and fortunately for the State the legis- 
lature which granted the charter 40 years ago clearly under- 
stood this and was honest enough to act upon the knowledge.

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THE ENGLISH COLONIAL SYSTEM. 


President McKinley 1s said to favor the English mode of 
governing colonics. 

This has worked well in the case of real colonies like Aus- 
tralia, New Zeaiand, Canada and South Africa where the in- 
habitants are English. But India and many other British pos- 
sessions are not colonies in the true sense and are not gov- 
erned as such. ‘hey are held by force actual or potential and 
have not even the semblance of self-government. 

It is Just such communities that we propose to annex. The 
Phiiippines are probably not so well qualified as the East In- 
dians for self-government.. They have neither the moral nor 
the intellectual qualities indispensable for freedom in a state 
of law and order. The English colonial system is totally in- 
applicable to them, and would result in disaster if adopted. 
The same considerations apply in less degree perhaps to Porto 
Rico and Cuba. 

The facts ought not to be blinked. If we have these peo- 
ples on our hanus let us deal justly with them and guard them 
from the consequences of their own infirmities. But do not 
let us talk of ‘“‘colonies” and the “English system.’ To do so 
is to deceive ourselves, and self-deception is a species of sui- 
cide.

LONDON, Sept. 17.—The balloon ascent 
mide yesterday at the Crystal Pulace by 
Stanley Spencer, a well Known aronaut.c 
expert and Dr. Bersen, a Berlin scientist, 
has aroused extreme interest in scientific 
circles. A simultaneous ascent was made 
in Berlin with a view of comparing the 
density of the atmosphere at difterent al- 
titudes with similar observations over Lon- 
don. 

Stanley Sper.cer described his experience 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent as fol- 
lows: 

“The balloon had a capacity of 56,000 cu- 
bic feet and was inflated to the extent of 
40,000 feet with pure hydrogen to allow for 
expansion in high altitudes. When we 
Started at 2 p. m. we went almost straight 
up 183,000 feet when the gas expanded in the 
balloon to its full capacity. 

“When we reached 23,000 feet we had a 
magnificent view. We hed drifted over 
icSssex, could trace the whole southeust 
coast of England and the coast of France 
for a hundred miles with absolute distinct- 
ness. 

The English Channel was a pale glare, 
dotted w.th ships like black spots. A little 
beyond us was the great gaping mouth of 
the Thames, while the North Sea stretched 
away in the far expanse. The rivers and 
estuaries on the English coast ‘being as 
distinctly traceable as in a mammoth map. 
“At 28.000 feet I threw out more baliast. 
We rose to 25,000 feet when the atmosphere 
began to tell on us. We both felt half dead 
and had the utmost difficulty in breathing. 
Prof. Bersen was livid and gasping. Il was 
same and we had a large cylinder of 
compressed oxygen gas strapped to the 
side of the car with two tubs each ter- 
minating in a face mask. We each took a 
mask and breathed the pure oxygen. We 
were instantly restored. It was a delight- 
fui expericnce this sudden relief from 
deathly oppression. 

“Toe batioon remained stationary at 25,- 

feet so more ballast was thrown out 

we reached the <no:mous altitude of 

feet., At that height enough § had 

accomplished so we descended slowly 

and steadily to 25,00) f et. Then the speed 

increased and the balloon began to rush 

through the air with frightful ve'ocity, 
dropping 1,000 feet in fifteen seconds. 

I had thrown out’ ballast fast to stop 
her and when she had fal.en 10,00, at this 
rate our downward course was checked, 
by a current of warm air which causcd 
the balloon to almost take the fcrm of a 
parachute this) checking its descent. The 
sand we had thrown out now overtook us 
again, rattiing on the bal’oon in the most 
etartling and unexpect.d manner. 

“The alterations in the tgnperature we 
underwent were extrao-dinar,. We started 
in a biazing sun with the thermometer 9) 
degrees in the shade, and at 2/,0.0 feet we 
reg steved 61 degrees frost. 

“In spite of our thick flannels and the 
unclouded sunshine whiie people five miles 
below were sweltering in tropical heat we 
were shivering violently. Our metal oxy- 
gen tubes were thickly coated with ice, 

“We eventually reached the grourd in 
safety, having been up 90 minutes.”’ 

“Why did you not try to break the rec- 
ord by competing the other 1500 feet?’ 

“That would have been too dangerous. 
We should have had to sacrifice our ballast 
and would have had none left to check the 
descent besides, although Coxwell and 
Glaisher say they attained 29,000 feet in 1862.

FROF. W. C. TINDALL DEAD. 


Hse Was a Missouri University Teach- 


er, Prominent in the Sciences. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

Columbia, Mo., Sept. 17.—Prof. Willough- 
by Cordell Tindall, Professor of Mathe- 
matics in the Missouri State University, 
died to-day at Kansas: City. He was a 
native Missourian and was born in How- 
ard County. He moved to Columbia in 
Isst, and, June 24, 1886, married Miss Lucy 
Gentry of this city. ’rof. Tindall gradu- 
ated from the Missourt State University 
in 1881 with the degree’of BR. ae 1885 
he took the degree M. S., and at Harvard, 
in 1894, received the degree of A. M. 

As a teacher, Prof Tindall, by ability 
and application, had steadily worked his 
way upward. In 1881 he was made assist- 
ant in mathematics.at his alma mater: in 
1883, assistant professor; in 1889, associate 
professor, and in 1894, professor of mathe- 
matics. Prof. Tindall had prosecuted ex- 
tensive studies and researches in special 
branches of mathematics, especially in 
higher geometry and the theory of in- 
variants and convariants, and ranked well 
among educators. He was a member of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science and was a member 
of-the Presbyterian Church. He leaves a 
wife and one child, Richard. 3

made emeritus professor of mathematics 
in the Missouri University on account of 
illness which had prevented him from 
meeting his classes for some time. This 
afternoon the university faculty held a 
meeting at which a committee was ap- 
pointed+to draft suitable resolutions and

His Report May Be Edited, 
but Probably It Will Not. 


HE WILL TELL OF THE 
CONDITIONS AT SANTIAGO, 


GENERAL SAID TO FEEL THAD 
ONLY BY THIS METHOD CAN 
HE SET HIMSELF STRAIGHT, 


HE WINS HIS POINT ° 
DURING CORBIN’S ‘ABSENCE, 


It Now Appears Certain That the 
Armies of Occupation Will Be 


Made Up of Both Regulars 
and Volunteers,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Gen. Miles has 
not yet begun work on his report of the 
conduct of the war, and will probably not 
do so for at least a week. He will not 
make a special report on the conditions he 
found at Santiago, but wil] handle them in 
a general way. He has a right to make 
whatever criticism he may see fit: 

His report must be submitted first to the 
Secretary of War, who will then refer it te 
the President. This precludes the possibil- 
ity of any severe strictures being placed 
upon any individual or organization. After 
the editing’ process, the President orders 
the Adjutant-General of the Arm 
nee . adie: 

e snubs given Gen. Miles in the report 
of Gen, Shafter will doubtless be refertel 
to in the report of the General Command. 
ing, and he will doubtless take his subor- 
dinate to task when he writes his views of 
the operations around Santiago, 

A member of his staff, who occupies « 
peculiarly confidential relation to the Gene 
eral, said: 

“Gen. Miles was identified with the San- 
tlago campaign and will make several very 
distasteful eilusions to the conditions exe 
isting there when he arrived. 

“When the time arrives Gen. Miles will 
tell his side of the story in such a manner 
as will make it a matter of record. 

“It will be found that he has ‘Deon act- 
ing for the best interests of the Govern- 
ment and has been hampered end annoyed 
by politicians in and out of the service. 

“Gen. Shafter will be properly attended 
to in the report to be made. do not bee 
lieve Gen, Shafter in his original report re- 
ferred to the Genera] as it appears in the 
copy made public. It is my opinion thet 
the report has been very carefuliy read and 
many\ interpolations made.”’ 

Woaile there is a possib lity of Gen. M.les’ 
report being edited his friends do not be- 
lieve it will be done, as it is well known 
that Gen. Miles depends upon his official 
report to set himself straight before the 
public. He feels that he hes been badly 
treated by the War Department. 


Gen. Miles won his first victory over the 
officials of the War Department to-day. 
Adjuiant-General Corbin left the city yes- 
terday and as a reeult the General was 
practically unhempered. His first victory 
was in securing the sending of the Twenty- 
fourth United States Infantry, the colored 
regiment which did such fn work at 
Santiago, to its old station, Fort Douglas 
Utah. It was Gen, Miles’ personal uess 
that the regiment was sent back ther’, 
The War Department had-p!anned to send 
it to Cuba to do garrison duty, 

Gen. Miles and Acting Secretary ikle- 
john had a long conference with the e8- 
ident this afternoon regarding the troops 
which are to be sent to Porto Rico ang 
Cuba as an army of occupation. Gen, Cor- 
bin and other War Department officials 
thought they had the entire matter afr- 
ranged while Miles was ill, during which 
time his plan to send a mixed army was 
overruled, After Miles’ conference with the 
President to-day it is probable that the 
regulars and volunteers will be sent South 
in equa] numbers. The General will de 
permitted to select the regiments of regu- 
lars which, in his opinion, have by reason 
of excellent service during the active opera- 
tions, earned a season of rest.

Gen. Miles found that 
no preparations for the winter had bees 
made and demanded that the work begin 
immediately. As a result the winter sup- 
plies will be at the various distributin 
points In a few weeks awaiting the requis 
tions, instead of the requisitions awaiting 
the supplies.

Had the short and decisive Hispano- 
American war raised the opinion of Ameri- 
ca in foreign eyes? the Post-Dispatch asked. 

Mr, Chamberlain thought it had not very 
materially changed the European view of 
the United States. “If Spain had not so 
utterly collapsed you would have had a lot 
of troubfe,”’ he observed. But the ultimate 
result was p.ain to all. We had 70,000,000 
people. “If the first army was wiped out 
you would put 50,000 more men in the fleid, 
and if they were not enough a million, and 
if even a million were not enough you 
would put two, yes five million. 

“You eee,” he went on, smiling, “there 
were ~wo assumptions, or rather the first 
was.a fact; first your resources, tremendoms 
resources, and secondly your tenacity, for 
it was believed you were d& tenacious as 
your forefathers. 

“All Europe understood the situation. 
The wars of independence, of tbe 
quest of Mexico, of 1860-65, had made your 
national characteristics plain. Your in- 
roads into the markets of the world had 
shown your energy and adaptability. Your 
exports of breadstuffs, had shown 
your fertility. Slow when 
the Cuban situation an acute 
Stage the end was only a question of 
time. Your tiny regular army of 25,000 
deceived nobody except the purblind Dons. 
Zealous and intelligent, the mass of the 
population would soon be carrying armas, 
if need be, and temporary setbacks would 
only have made your people more grimly 
determined. Ericssons, Maxims, Gatlings, 
together with Deweys, Hobsons, Schieys, 
would spring.up Jike dragons’ teeth if the 
war had continued. 

“It was for Spain to quarrel with Des- 
tiny. Anglo-Saxon blood would tell: race 
characteristics must be reckoned with.

The temperature of the sun is now 
thought to be somewhere between 5000 and 
wm degrees centigrade. 
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particles of carbon, which float in its other- 
wise gaseous mass, near its exterior, form- 
ing in their aggregation the dazzling, 
cloud-like shell known as the “photo- 
ephere.”’ 

The reason for thinking that the sun’s 
light comes from intensely heated solid or 
liquid matter, though undoubtedly the great 
bulk of the sun’s mass is gaseous, is that 
the “spectrum” of sunlight (formed by 
causing a beam of sunlight to pass through 
a glass prism) {6 ‘‘continuous;” that fs, it 
contains all of the rainbow colors from red 
to violet, and such a spectrum is given 
only by light from a glowing solid or liquid, 

The speetrum of a glowing gas consists 
only of a greater or less num ber of bright 
lines, the Intervening spaces being dark, 
each gas—or metal reduced to the gaseous 
state—giving a spectrum peculiar to itself. 

Crossing the rainbow spectrum of sunlight 
are to be seen thousands of fine dark lines. 
These lines are now known to be due to the 
fact that above the sun’s dazzling photo- 
sphere an atmosphere—about 5000 miles 
deep—made of various gases and vapors of 
metals, which stop ‘absorb’ a part of 
the sun’s light in passage through them. 

These dark lines correspond jin position 
and intensity with the bright lines which 
form the spectra of various and 
metals, and are undoubtedly caused by the 
of substances in the sun’s 
atmosphere, 

About one-half of the seventy and more 
“elements” known to terrestrial chemistry 
have been discovered by these indications 
to exist in the sun, and astronomers are 
confident that the rest of the terrestrial 
elements are also there, though for some 
reason they have not yet revealed them- 
selves through the spectroscope. 

Some years ago astronomers were puz- 
zied at finding evidence of the existence 
in the sun of a substance apparently quite 
abundant, which could not be identified 
by means of its lines with any Known ter- 
restrial element. They named it helium. 

Helium has lately been found to exist 
upon the earth well in the sun, in 
the shape of a gas which is containe 1l— 
absorbed in certain rare minerals—cleveite, 
broggerite and a few others, It is some- 
what heavier than hydrogen, but is too 
light to remain in a free state in the 
earth’s atmosphere, just as no hydrogen 
exists upon the earth in a free state, but 
only in compounds, of which water is the 
important. 

Among the elements which have not yet 
been found-in the sun, though it hardly 
seems possible that they are not there, are 
oxygen, sulphur, phosphorus mercury, gold 
and the recently discovered gas argon. 

Krom what is known it is little 
than certain the material of 
the sun and the earth consist is 
the same.

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NOSTALGIA, LOVE FEVER 
AND. SEASICKNESS. 


ANY of the soldiers suffered with 
three diseases—to have any one of 
which is to be the laughing stalk of 

all one’s friends and comrades. They are 
homesickness, seasickness and _ lovesick- 
ness. Any one of them mey be severe 
enough to cause death, but they are, in 
spite of this thought by most people to be 
a joke. 

As to just what they are and how caused 
Dr. Charles H. Hughes, neurologist, says: 

“HOMESICKNESS is a very prevalent 
disease of the mind among pastoral people, 
such as farmers and peasants in the coun- 
try. 

“Tt comes trom being separated from fa- 
millar scenes and loved ones and is a com- 
mon thing among the soldier boys. The re@- 
son country people are more subject to 
home sickness than city people is begause 
they have fewer diversions, depending on 
one another and their horses and cows for 
company. With city people they have the 
theaters and social life that does not make 
them dependent so entirely on home. 

‘Constant 
things they miss develops a restless, irri- 
table, sleepless condition and weakness of 
the will in the homesick patient that is 
most pitiable to behold. 

“LOVESICKNBDBSS its a great deal the 
same as homesickness. It is, moreover, the 
product of love unrequited in its effects on 
the nervous system. Like nostalgia, it is 
characterized by unrest, inability to sleep 
well—a yearning that cannot be uttered but 
that often expreesesg itself in silly sonnets 
to my lady’s eyebrows—or, if the writer be 
a callow youth, ‘To those sweet little, downy 
eyebrows that blend beneath the nose.’ 

“SEASICKNESS is a disturbance of an 
entirely different nature. It is produced by 
the ‘swashing’ of the contents of the stom- 
ach back and forth and impressing the 
nervous system so as to affect the head 
and bring about nausea, pain, dizziness 
and other characteristic symptoms. 
‘When a man is seasick he wants to die, 
when he is lovesick he would rather get 
married and when he is suffering from 
nostalgia he wants to go home. 

“Sometimes the two latter are closely 
blended. The girl the soldier left behind 
him has sontething to do with his home- 
sickness. But seasickness is a sovereign 
remedy for both.’

In Kansas his tenants were of such a 
character that in Marion, McPherson and 
Dickinson counties the public school 
tem could not be maintained.

A DIAMOND MARKET.

While tariff changes have affected some- 
what the diamond trade in the United 
States, and have recently promoted the 
business of diamond cutting and setting 
there, they have been without serious ef- 
fect upon the American market, which for

In the United States one {s impreszed 
with the extraordinary popularity and al- 
most lavish use of diamonds. Not oniy are 
there more diamonds here than in any 
other part of the world, but they are in 
more general use. ™ 

A Cape diamond of 288 carats sold some 
years ago for $12,000. Until a century and 
a half ago the world’s diamond field was 
India, and for nearly a century India held 
this position. Then the discovery of dia- 
mond mines in Braz’ brought South Amer- 
ican diamonds into the market, and in 1858 
the South African or Cape diamond fields 
were discovered, and have been worked 
with great profit ever since, while the 
Brazilian flelds have been practicaily 
abandoned. 

The South African diamond field covers 
15,000 square miles, and one field—the Kim- 
berley, cover'ng nine acres—has produced 
more than £20,000,000 worth of diamonds 
since 187]. 

The present annual export of diamonds 
from the South African diamond fields av- 
erages 1,500 pounds in weight, to a value, 
as we have stated, of over £3,(00.000. 

Two thousand white and 20,000 native 
miners are employed there. For some rea- 
son which is: not very plain, although the 
products of diamond mines have been for 
many years in territory owned and con- 
trolled either by England, Spain or Por- 
tugal, the business of diamond-cutting has 
centered in and about the Netherlands, 
and particularly Belgium. The first 
of diamond-cutters was established in the 
town of Bruges, in that country, more 
than 500 years ago, and since that time 
the business has been @ very profitable one 
both in Antwerp and Amsterdam. 


BIGGEST STATUE 
EVER SEEN CAST. 


HE biggest statue ever cast in one 
piece in all the worid was turned 
out a few days ago by the Henry- 

Bonnard Bronze Co., in New York. 

More than ordinary interest attached to 
the experiment, and experts in Paris, 
Rome, Berlin and Munich weited eagerly 
for the news of its result. 

The making of a picce of bronze statu- 
ary is simple enough in the telling. After 
the sculptor has set forth his idea “in 
clay”’ a plaster cast is made therefrom. 
The cast is usually in several pieces. These 
are imbedded in French sand, obtainab‘e 
in one place only. As the sand dries it be- 
comes as hard as granite, theréby forming 
the mold in which the metal is cast. 

The first heating took place a week before 
the casting. When all was ready for the 
momentous work the 10 huge crucibles con- 
taining it were raised from the furnace, 
one by one, by means of @ crane. They 
came up cherry red, and the foundrymen., 
utterly regardless of the sparks and scraps 
of red-hot metal flying about, seiz:d the 
crucibles with huge pliers and emptied the 
metal into an immense ladle. The ladle in 
its turn was carried by the crane to a po- 
sition just above the sand mold, which, 
on account of its enormous size, was buried 
in a pit in the earth. Then the ladle was 
inverted and a fiery cascade, covered by an 
iridescent film of rainbow colors, flashed 
and gurgied and leaped into the pit. The 
air was filled with golden stars, seen dim- 
ly through a mist of blue-gray smoke. As 
the last bit of metal fell into mold, 
escaping gas and bits of metal from the 
vents showed that the work had been well 
done, 

This work was done under the super- 
vision of Eugene F. Auca’gne, and among 
those who witnessed it were experts from 
the Carnegie Iron Works, Mr. Kolbe. of the 
Mauser company; Felix Aucaigne, Consul- 
General of Paraguay; tsidor Straua, 
Oscar S$. Straus and Dr. Meyer of the 
Health Department. The sculptor, George 
Gray Berned, telegraphed that he was un- 
able to be present. 

The statue is 13 feét 9 inches in length 
and at its highest point,the tip of the knee, 
is 6 feet 7 inches. It represents the god in 
a recumbent attitude. In his hand the god 
holds a two-pronged reed pipe, made from 
the branch of a tree.

In the time of Henry III. a branch of the 
Hapsburgs settled in England and _ took 
service with the King. They assumed the 
Surname of Fieldeng or Filding from their 
vatrimony of Rheinfelden. From this fam- 
ily are descended the Earls of Denbigh. 
The best known of the English Hapsburge 
was Henry Fielding, the novelist. 

The imperial family of Austria Is descend- 
ed frosn Rudolph von Hapstaurg, a Ger- 
man count, born in 1218, who was elected 
King of Germany in 1273. The male line died 
out in 1740 with Emperor Karl VI., whose 
Only daughter, Maria Theresa, gave her 
hand to Duke Franz of Lorraine and Tus- 
cany, afterward Kaiser Franz I. of Ger- 
many. He thereby became the founder of 
‘the new house of Hapsburg-Lorraine.

TO BE REDEEMED. 


redeem Siberia. 


HE railroad is to 

This means much. Siberia is so vast 

that every account of its climate 
and people differs from every other pub- 
lished. It contains only as many people 
as Greater New York, yet you might lay 
the whole United States down upon. its 
surface and not touch the edge and fill 
up the gaps and corners with the States of 
Europe west of Russia. 

In a general way it can be divided into 
three zones running east and west. To the 
north the Tundra, stretching inland from 
the Arctic Sea, swampy and treeless, rang 
ing 150 to 400 mil in width. Then @he 
Taiga, throwing #.. spurs 
along the river valleys, in its turn & 
is broken into by the arable lands to the 
south. This is the great Siberian forest. 

Through it and the third zone of ricn 
agricultural land on which it borders runs 
the new railway that is to open up the 
country to colonization as the Canadian 
Pacific is doing for Western Canada. This 
wonderful railway, the longest ever built 
by any government, has nothing to pay for 
its land, nothing to pay for parliamernt- 
ary expenses, legal charges or compensa- 
tion, and is not expected to yleld a divi- 
dend for a generation. 

It will cost 380,000,000 roubles, 
500, 000, 

Throughout its length the railroad keeps 
well to the south, that for military resorts 
it may skirt the frontier and for commer- 
cial purposes it may run through the rich- 
country and cross the chief rivers as 
near their sources as are navigable. The 
main line from St. Petersburg runs through 
to Riagan and thence onward, 
crossing the Volga at Samara and the 
KRielaya at Ufa, to Miass and down to 
Cheliabinsk, where the Great Siberian be- 
gins. When the enterprise was under 
consideration the choice had to be made 
between three routes, but as all the three 
would inevitably meet near Nijini Udinsk 
the shortest—that through Miass, and not 
that through Tilumen—was determined on. 
The new line thus crosses the Tobol at 
Kurgan, the Ishim at Petropaviosk and the 
Irtisch at Omsk, where the bridge is 7 
vards long and the embankment 40 feet 
high. It then goes through Keinsk, north 
of Lake Chani, to Kolivan, where it crosses 
the Obi and turns northwestward to 
Atchinsk. Beyond Atchinsk the country ts 
mountainous and the road is one long suc- 
cession of cuttings, embankments and 
bridges over ravines. 

The Great Siberian for the purposes of 
organization bears different names in dif- 
ferent portions of its center. From Chela- 
binsk to the Obi ft is the Western Sibe- 
rian: from the Obi to Irkutsk it fs the 
Middle Siberian; from Irkutsk to Mysovs- 
kaya it is the Balkal; from Mysovekaya 
to Stretensk it Is the Transbaikal; thence 
to Khabarvka it is the Amur, and then 
follows the North Ussuri to Viadivostock. 
The Batkal is the central line; east of it 
the works were began at Cheliabinak and 
westward and castward to it the lines are 
being brought so that it will be the con- 
necting link. 

In 287 and 18 the West Siberian 
South Uasurl were begun, in 1895 the Cen- 
tral Slberian was taken in hand, in 1 
the work will be in full swing on the 
Transbaikal and Amur, and in 1900, if no 
other route can. be found, it is to be started 
Raikal, whieh, though under two 
miles long, is expected to take 
to finish.

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HE Max-Withers feud in Southeast 
Missouri has resulted fetally to six 
men. On the night of Sept. 7, 1897, 
George A. Withers, cashier of the Farmers 
and Merchants’ Bank at Piedmont, was 
killed near the Iron Mountain depot. His 
body was found in the railroad yards the 
next morning. 

Kirk and Henry Max, brothers, were ar- 
rested, charged with his- murder. Kirk 
Max wes acquitted last March. On the 
night of Sept. 9, 1898, he was waylaid and 
shot on Main atréei in Piedmont. 

Two daye later he died at Bt. 
Infirmary in St. Louis. 

During the progress of his first trial two 
of the jurors thecame sick and died and 
a new hearing was ordered. 

Two members of the venife of one hun- 
slred men also died before the edjournment 
of court. » 

The feud which resulted in the murder 
i¢ Withers and the assassination of Max 
@as aroused the whole of Southeast Mis- 
uri. Six men are dead and feeling is so 
®tense in Piedmont that other killings are 
expected. 

Kirk Max was acquitted of the charge of 
jurder hecause it wes proved that the 
Hood found on his buegy was that of a 
owl and not a human being. 

Dr. Amand Ravold and Dr. A. G. Close 
if St. Louis furnished the evidence which 
stablished this fact. 

Henry Max ia still under Indictment for 
he murder of Withers, but the acquittal 
of his brother has practically destroyed 
he State’s case against him. 

Two years ago Henry Max was accused 
of having had .improper relations with a 
young girl, an orphan, and was indicted 
by the grand jury. Withers took a lead- 
ing part in the prosecution of the case. 
The jury disagreed and the case has not 
‘ince come up for trial. 

Kirk Max and Withers had unpleasant

Henry and Kirk Max owned a buggy 
which madé a crooked track. 

Crooked buggy tracks were found near 
he place where the body of Withers was 

iscovered., 

Blood stains were found in the buggy 
ind on a valise in Henry Max's room. 

A tramp swore that he overheard the 
Max brothers plotting Withers’ death in 
he railroad yards the night before he 
vas found dead. Afterward the tramp 
swore that his original testimony was 
perjured. He wae convicted of swearing 
falsely and was imprisoned, “but escaped. 

Another witness testified that he saw 
Henry Max driving his buggy out of a 
near-by alley about 1 o’clock on the morn- 
iz of the supposed murder. 

Because of these circumstances Henrv 
Wax wae arrested. Kirk "Max was held as 
in accessory to the crime. 

They were indicted jointly for murder in 
he first degree.

(7reat stress was laid on the fact that 
blood stains were found on the buggy ina 
Which Kirk Max was supposed to have 
ridden with his brother on the morninz 
that Withers was found dead. 

Dr. Amand Ravold and Dr. J. G. Close 
of St. Louis and Dr. A. J. Smith of Farm. 
ington, Mo., proved that the blood was 
that of a fowl. 

Kirk Max established, the fact that he 
had killed a duck only a day or two -be- 
fore the murder, and had thrown the fow! 
into the buggy. 

Pictures of human blood, the blood of 
fowl, the blood of hogs and other animals, 
greatly magnified, were produced in court 
to prove the claim of the defense that the 
blood found on the buggy of Henry Max 
was not that of a human being. 

A, stereopticon was used. Drops of blood 
were placed en the slide of the physicians 
who were called to testify as experts, to 
prove their assertion that the-blood found 
on Max's buggy was not human. The 
jurymen, one by one, examined a drop of 
human blood. They observed the appear- 
ance and construction of the corpuscles. 
the color, the consistercy and all the pe- 
cullarities as revealed wy the powerful 
magnifying glass. 

They examined a drop of hog'’s blood: a 
drop of cow's blood, a drop of chicken’s 
blood, and other kinds, and finally a eriti- 
cal examination was made of a drop of 
the blood of a tame duck. 

Its appearance tallied exactly with that 
found on the Max buggy. It was diff: r- 
ent in many respects from human blog. 
The jury became convinced of the identity 
of each and were satisfied that the claim 
of the defense was just. 

[It was further established that Richter, a 
farmer residing in the vicinity, owned a 
buggy which made a track similar to the 
Maxes’, and that he had driven near the 
écene of the supposed murder the evening 
before. 

On the strength of this evidence Kirk 
Mex was acquitted. Henry's trial was set 
for Aug. 23, but by agreement it was con- 
tinued until Dee. 1. 

There were two reasons for this action. 
The prosecution claimed that the witness 
who found the body of Withers was unable 
to be in court in August.

Max fell to the sidewalk 
mortally wounded, 

A man who had been concealed in a 
doorway dash: d by him on a dead run, He 
threw his weapon away. It was a double- 
barreled shotgun. 

Mr. Lindsay was too greatly shocked and 
frightened to notice the appearance of the 
murderer. 

The whole town was aroused. 

fclieving that’ he was dying Max sent 
for Prosecuting Attorney Hines.

As late as 1857 slaves were 
landed openly in a@ port of entry and sold at 
public auction, but In later years the ships 
that brought the negroes kept away from 
ports of entry for England was getting im- 
patient, and it Was necessary to be careful. 
To do this four persons were in agreement 
the importing merchant, the Captain-Gen- 
eral, the captain of the vessel and the Gov- 
ernor of the province in which. it was 
thought safe for the ship to seek a harber.

Everything being understood, the cargo was 
put aboard quietly by night, and the ship,

It would be wrong to suppose that Cubans 
were altogether complacent while this trade 
Was going on. They were anything but 
pleased, but they were helpless. The great 
plantation owners were Spaniards, the offi- 
cls were Spaniards, of course, and the 
merchants in the business Were Spaniards. 
Their only escape from Spain, so far as they 
could see, was to be annexed to the United 
States. Many of the Cubans ardently 
wished this might be, but if they were to 
agitate against shavery they would antag- 
onize the Southern States and ruin all 
chance of entering the Union. 

So, indignant and resentful, they were 
bound hand and foot. After the end of our 
Civil War they spoke out, and by 1868 the 
abolition Movement was well under way. 

In 1868, when the Cuben insurrection wae 
beginning. Carlos Manuel de Cespedes, the 
first President of the provisional govern- 
ment of the insurgents, and Senor Aquilara, 
a wealthy Cuban plenter, told their negroes 
thet if they would join the revolution and 
fight agrainat Spain they sh wuld be free, All 
the nexRrzroes accepted this offer. Later the 
provisional government issued a proclama- 
tion offering freedom to al! slaves that 
would join the Insurgent cause. Then the 
(‘aptain-General made a counter proclama- 
tion, saying that Spain would free all 
slaves that would fight against the tnsurg- 
ents Whichever side of the fence he was 
on, therefore. the slave had a chance. 

In 1870 the Spanish Cortes pacsed what Is 


known as the Moret law, which freed ali 
slaves over 60 years old, and declared that 
all children of slave parents born after July 
$. 1870. would be free. This was the begin- 
ning of the end. There was no more impor- 
tation or smuggling. The business which it 
is estimated had brought from Africa up- 
ward of 1,000,000 negro slaves into Cuba was 
done for all time. In 1880 the Castillo Min- 
istry passed a law arranging for the gracua4! 
manumission of all slaves, and by 1887 all 
were free. 


The final abolition of slavery in Porto Rico | 


in 1873 did not come with a shock to upset 
the labor system of the island, nor was it 
concerned with a revolution. The Porto 
Ricans had been working themselves for it 
for many years, and were prevented only 
by the obstinacy of Spanish officials. Before 
absolute abolition came they had partially 
freed the slaves by putting them to Work 
for waees and insisting that they werk 
faithfully or go to jail. Every Sunday the 
negroes reported to the Sindico, or member

“Always light your lamps before putting 
them away, to be sure that they are in 
good order. 

“The weekly cleaning is more thorough 
than the others and requires more care. 
Take off the chimneys and burners and 
remove the wicks. Place the burners in a 
pan of boiling water, into which a hand- 
ful of bicarbonate of soda has been 
thrown, Let them boil thirty minutes. 
Boiling opens all the little holes and pass- 
ages in the burners that may have become 
clogged during the week. 

“After removing the burners from the 
water, dry them carefully. Dry the wick 
and replace it. While the burners are boil- 
ing pour the oll out of the reservoir and 
wash the lamp thoroughly in hot water 
and bicarbonate of soda. Dry it well, and 
refill it from the can. Then replace the 
burners. 

“Clean the chimneys with tissue paper, 
asin the daily process, replace them on the 
lamps, try the wicks by lighting, and put 
them away. Then they are ready for use. 

“To have a table set properly is one of 
the most important parts of housekeeping. 


If it is not set right, no matter how well 
cooked the food may be, it will not taste 
right. Something will seem to be lacking. 

“First put on your silence cloth, either 
of cotton flannel or the regular silence 
cloth sold in stores. Be sure it is n@ 
wrinkled. Then lay your cloth. Be suré 
the crease in it is exactly in the middle 
of the table. The cloth must be smooth, 
square and straight, or the table will not 
look well. Then put on the tray cloth, the 
center piece and other decorations. 

“Then place your napkins. Place the 
knife at the right of each and The fork at 
the left. The blade of the knife should be 
toward ¢he napkin and the tines of the 
fork up. Put the butter plate at the tip 
of the fork and the glass at the end of 
the knife. The soupspoon and teaspoon 
should be placed between the glass and 
butter plate, the teaspoon being nearer the 
napkin, 

“In placing the glass be careful not to 
touch it with your fingers, unless you take 
it near the bottom. It is always best to 
lift it with a linen cloth. 


“The plates should be. the

Fruit and  vege- 
table dishes should be disposed of to 
give the table an attractive appearance. 
When your chairs are in order the table is 
ready for use. 

“Now, suppose you have had dinner. The 
table must be cleared. Put all the rem- 
nants of food in smaller dishes or 
on smaller plates. Put all the scraps 
in one receptacle. Put all the dishes 
of one kind in one pile. Then carry 
them to the kitchen. When the dishes 
have been removed brush the cloth off care- 
fully, using a tray to hold the crumbs. Re- 
move the napkins and put them away, 
folding them exactly as they were before. 
Unless this ts done the cloth becomes 
wrinkled and they cannot be used more 
than twice. Take off the silence cloth and 
put the table away and your dining room 
work is finished. 

“But the kitchen remains. The dishes 
should be wiped separately with a plece 
of brown paper, to remove grease and 
scraps. Twist the paper and lay it away 
to light your fire with next morning.

Turning for a moment to the ceremonial 
side of the wife of the Viceroy, the greatest 
state function of the year in which Her Ex- 
cellency is the chief personage is, of course, 
the Calcutta Drawing Room, usually held 
within a few days of “Empress Day’’—Jan. 
i—the day on which the Queen was pro- 
claimed Emprees of India, commemorated 
every year by the great distribution of titles 
and other honors, by reviews and fetes in 
every station of the empire, and by state 
banquets in Calcutta and elsewhere. 

The pageantry of the Calcutta Drawirg 
Room is precisely similar to that at Buck- 
ingham Palace. Her Excellency represent- 
ing and taking the place of Her Majesty. 
Gentlemen attending on ladjes who are hbe- 
ing presented, or who are attending the 
drgwing room, if they are entitled to uni- 
form, must appear in full drawing rocen as 
distinct from levee dress. The ladies 
trains. feathers, ornaments and bouquets 
are exactly the same as in Buckingham Pal.

If a lady has been presented at Bucking- 
ham Palace she need not be presented again 
at Government House, but is entitied to at- 
tend; otherwise she must be presented by a 
lady already on the Government House list.

Some people become “‘seasick’’ from rid- 
(gs backward in a railway car, which is 
an unusual motion. OYhers are affected 
merely by the sight of motion, and the 
blood, gathering to repair the waste, swells 
and presses upon the roots of the nerves 
In the brain, irritating the pneumogastric 
nerve, which convulses the stomach and 
crentes seasickness. It is not necessary to 
be upon the sea to get seasick, however. 
When the spinal cord is attacked it con- 
veys the frritation to its branches and the

abdominal muscles in turn contract. Then 
there is trouble that cannot be ‘stayed, and 
you are seasick unto death. When the 
stomach is assailed independently the pneu- 
mogastric nerve plays its part and handles 
the job just the same. There ts no possible 
way to miss the riot when once you find 
it getting possession of you. 

The only way to escape seasickness is to 
keep the blood away from the nerve cen- 
ters, where it congests, and then mekes a 
requisition upon the pneumogastric nerve 
to tangle up .your interior organism. A 
small rubber icehbag placed next to the 
spinal column and worn under the clothing 
will do wonders toward preventing sea- 
sickness. If vou can’t get that, lic as near- 
ly as possible in the center of the ship. 
Plenty of ice water will help you, and an- 
other mild relief is to wrap a towel tightly 
around the abdomen or cinch up your 
yachting belt. 

When you first feel it coming on, eat a 
few pieces of lump sugar containing a drop 
of chloroform. Baked apples are good for 
some people. But as a rule you never want 
to see food again as long as you live. 

It has been found that deaf mutes are 
never seasick, and also that people deaf in 
one é¢ar are not likely to be affected. Th's 
is so because the semi-cirewlar canals on 
the Inner ear are so affected that they 
operate upon the brain and affect one's 
sense of position. 

Some people never get seasick under any 
circumstances. Other fall victims to it at 
the merest suggestion of motion, whether 
they actually experience it or view it from 
a distance. Cases have been known where 
a man would look at the waves frgm a pier 
and In a short time become as seasick as 
one who had pitched around in the 
billows off the Maine coast. 

Persons with a good heart and regular 
circulation and pulse are not as Hable to 
seasickness as irritable and emotional] per- 
sons.

AMERICA’S ENORMOUS 
CONSUMPTION OF COFFEE. 


ECENT statistics on the consumption of 

R coffee in the chief countries of Europe and 

in the United States, showed that cénsump- 

tion in the United States exceeded the use in Eu- 
rope. 

The European countries that use the most cof- 
fee are Germany (136,390 tons) and France (77.310 
tous). England uses 12,420 tons and Italy 12,300 
tons. Europe's total constiimption was 305,150 tons, 
while that of the United States alone was 318,170 
tons, over 800,000 tons more than our British 
cousins, 


“With the exception of France, we are the most 
nervous people in the world,” said Dr. J. H. Flip- 
pen, “and it is because of this nervousness that 
we drink so much coffee. America was an active, 
hustling nat!on before the coffee habit became so 
frmly rooted and now we need it to support this 
nervous energy. Naturally this gives us ‘more’ 
nerves, and America is becoming more nervous 
every day, but it will never become a formidable 
rival of France, with her absinthe. Are we as a 
ratian growing more irritable? I think not. If 
we are, it is due to other excesses. If the condi- 
tion had been reversed, if we had drunk coffee 
Lefore we threw all of our energy into business, 
as we do now, I have no doubt but that we should 
now have more national nervousness. As a stimu- 
lant affects the individual ft will affect the na- 
tion, if universally used, thence the average 
realthy man, with no other dissipations other than 
excessive coffee drinking, is the best example of 
what may be expected of a coffee drinking coun- 
try. As a class ministers are supposed ‘to be the 
freest from excesses. It is known that many, verv 
many, are ‘hard’ coffee drinkers, yet the averace 
preacher is a strong, steady man, considering his 
lack of outdoor exercise. While coffee may tend 
to make a nation nervous, it does not mean the 
irritability and want of stamina that so char- 
acterizes some nations who do not use 25 per cent 
of the amount consumed in America. We live fast 
here in the United States, but it is not that ruin- 
nous nace that all Frenchmen love. In Europe an 
alcoholic drink is taken in the morning: in Amer- 
ica we drink a cup of coffee. The heart is stimu- 
Inted without the injurious alcohol being pres- 
ent. I do not mean to reeommend coffee, any 
siimulant is bad, but I do say that it is the least 
harmful of any that is used in any country on 
the glohbe.’’ 


WELLS SPREAD DISEASE 


F vou world be ‘healthy and able to elve the 
laugh to end-of-the-summer fevers, Dr. Julius 
Kohl of Belleville advises you to close up 
your well, if you have one, and acquire a cistern. 
Dr. Kohl ettributes the prevalence of typhoid 
fever in Belleville and St. Louis to the water 
drank. In Belleville there are a great many pri- 
vate wells. 

“Every well in ‘the central part of the city,” 
said Dr. Kot, “should be condemned and closed. 
I believe they are all unhealthy. My son, Dr. A. 
M. Kohl, made an analysis of the well on our 
premises. It was very unhealthy. We closed it 
immediately. Probably the water in all the other 
wells in the center of town is as bad. The trouble 
is caused by the proximity in some instances of 
cesspools. One contaminated well will communi- 
cate through the underground veins the contami- 
nition to other wells. 

“Impure well water is not only dangerous be- 
cause it contains specific fever germs, but bhe- 
cause it may prepare the system for other dis- 
eases. 

“Cistern water is usually healthy. Cisterns are 
walled and cemented and contamination cannot 
get into the water from cesspools or contam- 
inated wells. Cisterns are even less liable to be- 
come contaminated than the sources of pipe 
water supply.”’ 


CHANGE OF FOOD NECESSARY. 

HERE are strange, suggestive facts in the 
7 ailments of the human body worth the 

notice of tthe general observer. For ¢,- 
ample: Not long specialists in children’s 
diseases reported the symptoms of which 
new to them. The patients were invariably 
‘nfants. There were no _ indications of acute 
disease. They simply stopped growing, became 
lizhter and feebler day by day. They were liter- 
ally starving to death. 

Presently they showed signs of the disease 
from which sallors in tthe far North suffer who 
are Ceprived of proper food. These babies were 
mainly the children of wealthy parents and were 
closely watched by trained nurses.

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A CRACKER EATING 
CONTEST CONSEQUENCES. 


HE innocent, tempting dry cracker has come 
T forward in the last week as an instrument 
of long-drawn out misery and in the end 
death. No more is it to be looked upon as the 
taost harmless of all edibles, for Louis Kloess of 
Zelleville is to-day suffering from the ffects of 
too much cracker, and stands a fair chance of 
carrying a seriously impaired digestion through 
life. Kloess had a,bet on with his friend, Nick 
Tolcette, as to who could eat the most dry erck- 
e:s at one time. 


Kloess ate nine and gave his esophagus the 
s).ock of its existence. 

“He will pay many times over for that bet of 
over-indulgence,”” said Dr. John Dean, Assistant 
Superintendent of the City Hospital. “Acute gas- 
tritis and inflammation of the stomach are not 
improbable. 


“The effect of dry crackers taken in quantities 
on the esophagus is peculiar. In the first place, 
they cause iticreased action of the salivary 
glands, latér congestion of the ducts. These 
glands are very sensitive. Thoughts of sour things 
—lemons, pickles, etc.—will cause increased se- 
cretions of saliva, and we say ‘our mouth waters.’ 
The active principle of saliva is termed ptyalion 
and it is this that converts the starch in food to 
Gextrose grape sugar, which is d‘gestible and nour- 
ishing. Starch in itself is indigestible. If too much 
starchy food is eaten, the supply of ptyalin is ex- 
hausted, much starch gets into the stomach, it 
ferrments and what is commonly known as 
‘starchy indigestion’ follows. If this abuse of 
nature is persisted in, gastritis will ensue. When 
the crunched and starchy cracker gets into the 
esophagus in too large quantities the necks of the 
ducts carrying the alkaline fluid become con- 
gested and there is a suppression of the secretion 
of the esophagus mucous glands. The canal be- 
comes dry and dusty and the food cannot be swal- 
lowed without the aid of some liquid. This will 
it into the stomach unfit for digestion. Fer- 
mention will take place and the general result 
vill he inflammation of the stomach and 
esophagus that may not be permanently cured in 
a lifetime. The whole digestive apparatus is im- 
paired, dyspepsia may follow indigestion and, with 
your other troubles, you are liable to be busily en- 
gazed in keeping alive. 

“An over-indulgence in crackers could easily 
fring such a condition about, as they contain a 
great deal of starch. IT imagine that the lads 
negan to feel had on the fifth cracker.

tvphoid fever. 

Typhoid fever is more prevalent in the fall of 
the year than at any other time, and attacke 
persons between the ages of 15 end 3%. Cpe 
where persons older than % ave been attacked 
ey rare. skin of the patient becomes hot 
and dry, the Ips parched and the tongue dry and 
coated and in some cases deeply fissured. 

There is usually some cough and the pulse is 
quickened owing to the fever. The epleen be- 
comes enlarged and the abdomen swells. In the 
second week of ‘the disease pale red spots appear 
cn the abdomen. 

The patient may be either constipated or guffer 
from a dysenteric effect. The lungs, heart, liver 
or kidneys may be affected. The temperature 
may show the widest fluctuations. It may some- 
aimes be below normal and then go up to a very 
high point. The intestinal hemorrhage which 
often occurs is due to the perforation of the in- 
testine by an ulcer at a point where a blood ves- 
gel is involved. The patient is often attacked by 
severe nervous disorders. 

Typhoid fever is caused by bacilli, which may 
find thelr way into the human system in many 
ways, through water, food, milk, by being breath.- 
ed into the fungs. There is absolutely no doubt,

It 
is innocuous when dry. But dt may remain dry a 
long time and revive when moistened. For in- 
stance It is possible for it to be mixed with dust, 
pass through a winter, be frozen, and revive 
the thaw comes in the spring.

NSOMpVIA is not a disease itself, but the effect 
| of an unhealthy condition of body and mind. 
When the cause is removed the 
may be expected to disappear. 

Every physic'an has had stubborn cases of it, 
which would not yield to any treatment, and for 
which a change of air or of scene became neces- 
sary. But such Cases as these should not occur, 
and do occur only when the sufferer has neglect- 
cd precautions that should have been taken when 
the trouble first began to appear. 

The day should be going by in which busy, ac- 
tive, strong men are suddenly taken ill while at 
business and carried home in a cab to die of 
heart failure, apoplexy or paralysis. Things Like 
these would not happen if men took care of 
themselves.

Two articles of diet for 
Sleeplessness may be immediately recommended— 
lettuce and celery. The lettuce should be taken 
ifthe form of salad, in which plenty of olive oil 
should be used, something like three parts of ofl 
to one of vinegar. The lettuce is good for the 
stomach and especially good for the intestinal 
tract, on whioh it exerts @ soothing @ffect.

Never 0 to Ded hungry is an important rule. 
Some people are hungry at bedtime and never 
know ft. They attribute the feeling to their 
nervez, to fatirue, to anything except tte real 
cause.

Others become hunery 
three or four hours after going to bed and arise 
in the morning with a bad headache. 

Nine cases of insomnia tn ten would be cured 
by a midnight lunqgh. We need to take a jesson 
from the animals, ail of which sleep after a 
hearty meal, We may take a lesson. too. fronr 
workingmen. When they have an hour at noon 
for lunch, they make haste and eat their meals 
and then take a nap for the remainder of the 
hour. We may take a lesson from the babics 
They always purse before sleeping. 

Sq simple a thing as a glass of water at night 
may cause @ person to sleep, Many people drink 
too Wttle Water, not enough to supply the de- 
mands of the system for fluid. Every one needs 
a certain amount of it, and the best time to drink 
ir ‘s at night. The habit which some children 
Save of bessing for a glase of water at nicht, 
sometimes er they are in bed, is perfectly 
naturel. seat js wrong to scold them for ft.

A plate of ice cream, eaten slowly before bed- 
time, will induce sleep in some victims of insoMe 
nia, and a glass of porter, which is usually bete 
ter for this purpose than ale or beer, will often 
cure others. 

Bathing is sometimes the key to a case of tne 
comnia. A cold plunge will reHeve some case@ 
when the shock {s not attended by any disagree- 
able effect. A warm bath ts better for others, 
No general rules can be laid down as to the kind 
of baths to be used, as it depends wholly on the 
idjosyncrasies of the individual. But for the ave 
erage person u tepid bath is usually best. 

As to the medical treatment of insomnia little 
can be gaid that would be helpful to the genera) 
public, Chloral and the opiates are never used 
now to cure insomnia. When it is absolutely nec. 
essary to make a patient sleep and ordinary 
treatment fails. narcotics may be given, but only 
for the emergency, and when that is over the 
physician trices to get away from the narcoti@

sented br President Sernugegs for the consideration 
of the board. Mr. W. H. McClain, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, presented a proposition 
for the purchase of the property known as the Dr. 
McLean home, 1623 Washington avenue, with plans 
or the Improvement of the same. ineinding a new 
building to be erected on the rear of. the lot, the 
cost of the property to be $32,000, and of the im- 
provements @35.000, While the desirability of the 
proposition was at once admitted. the hoanl conld 
not see how the assoctation could undertake the 
expenditure of such a sum with only about $20,000 
in the reserve fund. 

At this juncture the worthy president of the as- 
soliation, Mr. R. M. Serngga, stated that be had 
a proposition to make which was to the effect that 
he would make an individual gift to the -soctlety 
of $25.000 (which he afterwards increased to 845,- 
wo) to enable it to purchase the property amd 
nake the proposed improvements: that he made this 
proposition after mature thonght and reflection, 
with a desire to secure for the St. Lonis Provident 
Association a permanent location and building 
stilted to its needa, The magnificent and munificent 
gift of the worthy and much-beloved president was 
gratefully accepted, the board well knowing that 
it was the trne expression of his Interest in ana 
love for the work to which he bad given so much 
time. labor and material ald in the many yeare Ir 
which he has been connected with it as solicitor. 
director and president. Mr. Gustave Cramer, a di- 
rector, evidenced his appreciation of the action of 
the president by making a donation of $1000 for the 
same purpose. The Exeecntive Committee was then 
atithorized to purchase the property and solicit bids 
for the iImprovementse 

The spot where we now stand is to be forever 
dedicated to ibe charitable purpose of caring for 
and relleving the wants of the needy poor of St. 
Iauis. Its doors will ever be open and no one will 
be turned away who is entitled to and worthy of 
assistance, The securing of this eligible and desira- 
ble location and the tmprovements to be made 
thereon, has been made possible by Mr, ; 
Scruggs. who. for love of his fellowman and his 
desire to eontribute to their welfare. has been 
divinely led to make this magnificent gift. 

The cost of the property and improvements will 
aggregate $67.000. This is to be met by the re-

USES OF THE NEW BUILDING. 


Mr. W. H. McClain, Chairman Execu- 


tive Committec, Speaks. 

Mr, W. H. McClain, chairman of the 
Executive Committee, spoke of the needs 
and uses of the building, as follows: 

The Provident Association is no longer merely a 
band of charitable workers, but it has grown into 
a gieat institution managed along the most con- 
servative and. practical lines, and in accordance 
with the mest scientific principles of charity work. 

In the early history of the Provident Association 
its relief was administered from two points—- 
leased property in North and South St. Louis, In 
more recent years, and upon the expiration of the 
lenses on these pleces of property, the ground was 
purchased, suitable buildings erected thereon, and 
the beginning of our present form of administer- 
ing relief inaugurated, Later various fnodustrial 
agencies were established until at the present time 
there is in force a laundry. with a capacity for 
the employmert of 60 to 80 women; a day nursery 
and kindergarten, where from 15 to 25 children 
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can be cared for; a women’s lodge, with a capac- 
ity of 25 to 30 occupants; a sewing echool for 
children. All of these agencies are conducted in 
what is now known as the North Station, The 
South Division is given up wholly to the men's 
knige and woodyard, where from 80 to 100 home- 
less men can be given employment and cared for 
daily. 

For 
ducted a sewing schoo! 


the past two or three years we have con- 
for the employment of our 
needy women at our central office, 1117 Locust 
street. It is needless to say there has been a 
constant demand upon us for larger quarters. As 
our work grew new industries were added: and 
how the consummation of our hopes is about to 
be realized in the erection of this great building, 
with all of its modern conveniences, specially 
adapted to tie purposes for which it is to be nsed. 

In this, our Central Division, will be located all 
of our executive offices, our Department of Inves- 
tigation, our files and records, a supply depart- 
ment, from which all of the food supplies for the 
needy will be distributed. Here, also, will be a 
well-equipped sewing room, with a capacity for 
the employment of 60 women; a kindergarten and 
a day nursery, where the children of working wo- 
men may be taken tare of while they are em- 
ployed; the quarters of the visiting nurses, with 
their various committee rooms; the women’s lodge. 
large enough for the accommodation of 40 people; 
un economic school for the training of working 
girls and women in domestic arts; a elubroom for 
women, where a series of lectures will be given 
from time to time on topics of interest and value 
to women, We will also inaugurate cheap baths 
for men and women and will open an employment 
agency where for a small sum the names of work- 
imgmen and women may be registered ami where 
the general public may apply for such help as is 
neederl. 

From this brief statement it will be geen that 
the Provident Association is now one of the best 
equipped institutions in the country for conducting 
the work which has been assigned to it by a 
yenerous public. A vast amount of work has been 
done in the past, and with these facilities—the 
North Station for women's work, the South Sta- 
tion for men’s work and a central office contain- 
ing all the executive and industrial agenctes and 
training departments the association will be pre-

The reciprocal obligations and service between 
the Provident Association and the mercantile com 
munity have been well demonstrated on numerous 
mcasions, notalily during the cholera in our city 
In 1866, when $8000, donated by the Merchants’ 
Exchange, was disbursed through the Provident Ae- 
sociation, thua reaching and relieving want and 
suffering In cases the very nature of which would 
have precluded the individnal visitaton and atten- 
tion of the donors of the fund. Immediately fol- 
lowing the Chicago fire of 1872. a large number 
of families from that city sought refuge in At, 
louis, and, at the request of the Chicago Relief 
Committee, appointed by the Merchants’ Exchange, 
tie Provident Association furnished shelter, furni- 
ture and other provisions necessary for the com 
fort of these refugees. During the yellow fever 
scourge in the South in 1878 the Provident As- 
sociation rendered valuable gratuitous service in 
co-operation with the Merchants’ Exchange in the 
disbursing of a fund raised by that body for the 
relief of the afflicted. During the overflow of 
the river in 1892 the Provident Association ren- 
dered valuable assistance by distributing supplics 
donated by the Merchants’ Exchange. In May. 
1806, our city was visited by a tornado that will 
never be forgotten by our citizens. The mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Exchange, as well as the 
entire business community and citizens generally 
enbseribed liberally to a fund for the relief 
of the sufferers by the tornado, relying wpon the 
Provident Association and other similar organiza- 
tions for the intelligent application and distribu 
tion thereof to the end that none suffering for 
want of food, clothing, shelter or other necessitics 
should go unaided, It was an undertaking re- 
yuiring hard work, patience and self denial, but 
how well the duty was performed its attested by 
the grateful acknowledgments of numerous recipl- 
ents and the recognition of Its efficiency ly the 
Chairman of the Relief Committee, Dr. Boyd. 

But reciprocal obligations and service between 
the Provident Association and the mereantile 
community are not restricted to these notable in- 
stances referred to. The system of providing sub- 
ecribers with books of tickets for use and dis- 
tribution among applicants for assistance at the 
store or counting room haa proven a great conve- 
nienee and benefit to the mercantile community in 
protecting them from imposition by the unworthy 
applicant for alms, as well as guaranteeing relief 
to those actually in need. The Provident Associa- 
tion has not only proven itself an intelligent, prac- 
tieal distributor of alms, but it has also enconr- 
aged and stimulated the mercantile community to 
more liberal contributions to charity's cause, with 
the knowledge that their contributions will be 
properly bestowed. 

When it is fully understood what the Provident 
Association has accomplished in the past and 
what is expected of it in the future, our citizens 
will be reminded that it is more blessed to give 
than to receive.

HISTORY OF THE ASSOCIATION. 


Ur. Finney, the Superintendent, Gives 


Popular Orchestra. 


Interesting Figures and Facts. 
Dr. Thomas M. Finney, secretary of the 
Provident Association, delivered the open- 
ing address, which included a_ historical 


sketch of the association, as follows: 
e Association was organized March 3, 1860. 
The suggestion of it, however, had the earlier date 


of December 3, 1859, in a meeting of six or eight 


prominent merchants, called together by Mr. James 

Yeatman to consider it, which resulted in the 
call of a public meeting at which the formal or- 
ganization was effected and Mr. Yeatman became 
its first President. Tre-eminently and throughout 
the entire history of- the Association the credit is 
due to the mercantile community for its origin, 
its management and chief support. 

Back of the action of its founders its origin ts 
found in the social conditions of the city at that 
time. During the two preceding decades the pop- 
ulation had multiplied nearly tenfold—from 16,000 
to more than 150, . The methods of relief 
adopted, and adequate to the village and the town, 
were at fault and insafficient for the pepulous city. 
Charity was abundant, but unerganized, largely 
unintelligent and indiscriminate, and it bred im- 
posture and pauperism. Th testimony at that date, 
it is eaid, ‘‘street begging had become an intol- 
erable nuisance,’’ a in another testimony that 
‘‘the worst class stood the best chance of obtain- 
ing and did, in fact, obtain the greatest amount of 
charity.’’ It is the testimony, indeed, of universal 
experience that in the absence of discrimination 
one-half of all charity, publie and private, is car- 
ried off by the pauper, impostor and fraud of every 
deacription. 

it was Indeed an object lesson In the evils of the 
lack of systematic benevolence under his own ob- 
servation that prompted Mr. Yeatman in his ac- 
tion to found the Provident Association. The oc- 
currence’ was quite dramatic... Returning home at 
the dinner hour he found the sympathy of bis wife 
deeply stirred by the story of a woman that her 
sick child could tot possibly survive the approach 
ing night. She was so destitute, she sald, as to be 
without the means of a light and asked for money 
to buy a candle, so that she might look upon the 
face of the child as it passed away. Mr. Yeatman 
could not be content without personal visitation 
of the family for sympathy and for further rellef 
in a ease of such distress, taking with him Ir. 
Charles A, Pope, a leading physician of the city. 

Instead of the hovering Angel of Death they 
found in a large and comfortable room a very com 
placent company, consisting of this and two other 
women and two strapping men enjoying the cheer 
of a roaring fire. The case, as Mr. Yeatman con- 
strues it, was that the women were the commis 
sioned beggars to support the men in idleness and 
comfort. Venturing to inquire for the sick child, 
the woman picked ap from the floor and presented 
a fat, but dirty-faced, urchin. *“*‘Wash that child's 
face,”’ was the only prescription of the doctor, It 
was Mr. Yeatman's thought and purpose, born in 
that room. ‘‘Investigation before rellef.’” an organ 
ization to effect it, and that its watchword. 

In constituting the association not merely re- 
pressive methods in counteraction to imposture 
and fraud, but there was incorporated In its con- 
stitution and fundamental rules the principies and 
methods of modern scientific charity, which has 
for its primary and paramount aim the elevation 
of the physical and moral condition of the tndl- 
gent, and, so far as compatible with this design, 
the relief of their necessities. To this end a chief 
instrumentality is oppertunity and means of geelf- 
help and employment as the basis of relief has 
become, along with precedent investigation, one 
ef the two characteristics and controlling prin- 
ciples of the assecilation. The one has had full 
and most efficient operation in all past years, that 
of the other more limited until recent Years, and 
it is the chief distinction of the administration of 
the present president and directory that it has 
given complete practical effect to that cardinal 
maxim of judicious and helpful eharity by the in- 
troduction in all practicable forms of industrial 
agencies, thus affording the means of seif-belp 
and thereby checking the tendency of material re- 
lief to the degeneration of even honest poverty 
into pauperiem. 

In every large community, however, there will 
always be need and ftmperative demamil for direct 
alms and the etatiatics of relief dispensed, whether 
earned by labor or gratuitously bestowed, the sta- 
tistics of relief dispensed make an amazing record 
lip to the date of the last annual report it shows 
material ald given to 68,151 familles, composed 
of 259.857 persons, and in the supply @f food and 
fuel alone there have been distributed 2,174,535 
bushels of coal and 6402 corde of wood, and of 
groceries and breadstuffs 8.717.908 pounds. In 
this relief all possible discrimination has heen 
secured by 235,255 official visits at the homes of 
applicants. 

The results of investigation show quite uniformly 
from year to year that about 50 per cent of the ap 
plicants are not in need or not deserving. and of 
those aided that they are most entitled to «rm 
pathy and succor, women incaumbered with emall 
children, widows left penniless, wives deserted.

Years ago the ground floor of 22300 was 
occupied by a restaurant and the restau. 
rateur was Ignatz Goldman, a little. bent 
and shriveled hunchback with a Fagin face 
and mysterious manners. Ignatz made the 
beat cup of coffee in all 8t. Louis. and 
Jovers of good coffee frequented his place. 
Coffee-making was hia virtue. 

And Ignatz had his vice. It was said of 
him that he decoyed young girle into the 
gear of his shop. Other charges were 
gnade against him. 

On the night of Oct, 1, 189, his little place 
was discovered afire,. Men ran in and 
found the broken and bleeding body of the 
little hunchback in the rear of the restau- 
rant. Ignatz had been murdered—mutlilated 
with tatcher knives, and to this day the 
police do not know who murdered him or 
why he was murdered. Some one saw two 


men running from his place in the night. 
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Others said the relatives of some of the 
girls he had ruined did It, ora woman, or 
some murderer sent here from the East by 
one of the secret societies in whose gur- 
reptitious work he had engaged. 


The picture of the murdered hunchback 
in the burning building was one of such 
awful horror that the men who went in 
and brought him out have never been able 
to prevent frequent recurrence to {tt in their 
minds.

HPRE are in Russia 60,000,000 people 
to whoen the manufactured produ:ts 
of Great Britain are unknown. On 

the other hand, Great Britain annually con- 
sumes several million pounds’ worth of 
the product of Russia.

The London Times says: A careful ex- 
amination of our trade with Russia shows 
that by far the greater part of our ex- 
ports are destined for the rural districts. 
On the other hand, our imports, consisting 
mainly of raw materials and food products, 
are derived almost exclusively from rural 
districts. The conditions of existence in 
the urban districts of Russia differ go 
widely from those of the rural, and the 
commercial and financial relations between 
them are often so slight, that this circum- 
stance possesses a far greater importance 
than it would have in any other country in 
Kurope. Indeed, in our trade with Russia, 
so far from our purchases assisting in ex- 
tending the sale of our own products, our 
position Is nearly the same as though we 
were buying exclusively from One country 
while selling to another without purchasing 
anything in exchange. 

But there is another fact 
bear in mind. The urban 
European Russia amounts to less than 13.5 
per cent, and, even if we add to them the 
inhabitants of those districts within which 
alone our British agricultural machinery as 
now exported can possibly be employed, 
our Russian customers can only be found 
among at most # per cent of the entire 
nation, leaving 70 per cent—fully sixty mil- 
lions—whose produce we purchase largely, 
no British products from

us in exchange. 

Our train draws up at a small station on 
the main line, and, leaving our compart- 
yient, we enter a sumptuous walting room 
provided with a buffet that we should find 
‘t hard to equal for comfort in any reilway 
station in England except in our largest 
towns.

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| mortgaged to the utmost kopeck of their 
value. Again and again we quit the road 
and drive over the adjoining meadow or 
moorland in the vain hope of finding a more 
solid foothold for our horses. 

“We pass through many Villages upon our 
way, and at one of these we will pause for 
a moment, as a glance around will teach 
us several lessons of no little value to our 
investigations. The cottages, all built of 
wood and straw thatched, are crowded 
close together, but at the end of the vil- 
lage is one of much larger dimensions and 
evidently not a dwelling house. This is 
the svietelka, but first let us glan@e at the 
peasant lands adjoining. We are struck 
by the small patches. of cultivation into 
which they are divided. At the emancipa- 
tion each peasant family received an 
amount of land that was then amply suf- 
ficient for its support, but the population 
increases rapidly, and through subsequ:nt 
subdivisions but few of these little holdings 
would now suffice for the maintenance of 
their present owners.

plete, they will still be unable to sell their 
property, they are naturally reluctant to 
abandon the land for which they have al- 
ready paid so much, Overcrowding, there- 
fore, continues, and the large izba I have 
mentioned represents the only remedy 
available. If the peasants can no longer 
support themselves upon their land, they 
must perforce seek their livelihood in :n- 
dustrial labor; and, as the majority of 
them cannot quit their land to seek labor 
in the factories in the towns, the factories 
must come to thern. 

To this is due the remarkable develop- 
ment of village industries (the Kustari 
trades) of which but little is known in 
England, but which are destined to effect 
a complete transformation in the economic 
condition of Russia in the near future. 
The development of ‘‘Kustari’’ industries 
furnishes almost the only means of avoid- 
ing the evil that Russian statesmen most 
dread—the conversion of the loyal and con- 
servative Russian peasantry into a starv- 
ing and revoiutionary proletariat. Sut ft 
does far more. The Russians firmly believe 
that they are destined to occupy the first 
place among the manufacturing nations of 
Europe, and these Kustari villages 
as excellent nurseries for the vast horde 
of workers for whose products in the 
future Russia is so actively securing new 
markets in the Eastern world. Already 
very many of these Kustari villages, in 
widely separated districts of Russia, ar 
becoming industrial centers of importanee, 
in which hand labor is being replaced by 
machinery with all the most modern ap- 
pliances and an elaborate system of divi- 
sion of labor. 


BIG INCREASE IN 
WORTH OF COPPER. 


\HE recent advance in the selling price 
of copper has led to a good many 
speculative estimates as to the future 

value of the shares of some of our leading 
copper mines. The price at which the 
shares of the Calumet and Hecla are now 
selling—nearly $600 each—would have seemed 
incredible three or four years ago, and yet 
there are those who look forward to a 
not distant time when the shares of this 
company will sell at $1000 each in the stock 
market, and forecasts of a similar advanced 
character have been made concerning the 
shares of other and competing mining com- 
panies. 

On the other hand many believe that*the 
discovery of new copper deposits and the 
rapid development of these under the im- 
petus of large profits, will so tend to reduce 
the selling price of this metal that share- 
holders will content themselves 
with smaller, rather than larger, returns 
than they are now receiving, and, as a 
result of reduced these. stocks 
will undergo a decline. 

It is said, for example, that W. B. Clark 
of Butte, Mont., is the possessor of a min- 
ing property in Arizona for which an En- 
glish syndicate has offered $40,000,000, but 
which he estimates to have a value of at 
least $200,000,000, and that before long there 
will be an enormous output from this 
source. Again, copper mines have been lo- 
tated on the Pacific coast that are said to 
be extraordinarily promising, mines from 
which the ore can be readily shipped by 
vessel at a minimum cost of transportation 
to the smelters in Swansea, Great Britain. 
The use of copper has greatly increased 
in consequence of its employment in elec- 
trical installations of ail kinds, but it is 
readily conceivable that its output might 
increase at a much faster rate than its 
present use, in which event, taking into 
account the profits now earned by the 
larger mines, a reduction in price would 
be inevitable. 

There is practically unlimited for 
copper at a lower price, for if it Went 
down to about half the price that it now 
sells for, it would be employed in a greater 
number of ways in substitution for 
iron, galvanized iron, lead and other sim- 
ilar commodities. 

Many of the mines probably could be 
profitably worked even at this price, but 
the shares of these mines would not then 
command the enormous premium that they 
now sell for in consequence of the ex- 
ceptionally large opportunities for pront 
which they at the present time enjoy.

THE ORIGIN 
OF RED TAPE. 


common 


HE expression “red tape” is 
just now in connection with the con- 
duct of the war. 

Years ago in England red tape was used 
in tying up packages. It was convenient 
to handle. not easily lost and durable. 

The first official mention of the custom 
is found in an advertisement in the Lon- 
don Public Intelligencer of Dee. 6, 1608. It 
offers a reward for the restoration of “a 
little bundle of papers, tied with red tape,

This indicate¢ its customary use in Shaks- 
peare’s time. 

Its first use as a synonym Is of later date 
and ascribed to many sources. Chief among 
are Sydney Smith, Thackeray and 
Dickens. 

Sydney Smith wrote in 1835, epeaking of 
Sir J. Mackintosh: “What a man that 
would be had he a particle of gall or the 
least knowledge of red tape!’’ 

Thackeray, writing in 1840 on “snobs,” 
said: “That galling red tape which pro- 
duces a don't-care-a-damn-ativeness, which 
leads a man to disregard all the world and 
himself into the bargain.”’ 

To Charles Dickens, however, was fre- 
served, in 1857, the honor of first giving 
color to the phrase and putting it in com- 
mon use. 

In ““Little Dorrit,”” written In 1845. he men- 
tions the “form-filling. corresponding, 
minuting, memorandufn-making, signing. 
countersigning, counter-countersigning.

COST OF ELEPHANTS. 


Are Much Used in the Siamese Malay 
States as Beasts of Burden.

lt is somewhat interesting to compare the 
weights carried by elephants in the tin-pre- 
ducing districts of the Malay peninsula 
with those used in the long journeys and 
mountainous country of the Lao States,” In 
the peninsula the distances are seldom 
more than, at most, three or four days’ 


march, and the elephant is expected to car- 
ry as much as 0 or 1,000 pounds besides 
his mahout and howda. The latter ta often 
a mere brace of panniers, slung together 
so as to rest one on each side of the back.

MURDEROUS ASSHULT, 


IRVING BREWER BADLY BEATEN 
BY TWO MEN-AT THE 
ELLIS HOTEL

WAS A STRANGER IN TOWN. 


—_—, 


His Assailants Went Directly to His 
Room and Cut and Beat Him 
Unmercifully. 


Two men broke into the room of Irving 
Brewer at the Ellis Hotel, 1103 Chestnut 
street, yesterday morning and murderous- 
ly assaulted him while he slept. 

Sam Jones, a negro porter, saw the two 
men enter, heard them break into Brew- 
er’s room and saw them leave. When he 
went to investigate the extent of the in- 
jury and damage done after the assault, 
he was horrified to find the victim stretched 
out unconscious in the middle of the floor 
in pools of blood. 

The room was topsy-turvy, showing that 
Ellis resisted the cowardice of the intruders 
as long @#s possible. 

James ran from the reom and gave the 
alarm. The police arrived and removed 
Brewer across to the Dispensery, from 
where he was taken to the City Hospital 
with little hope for his recovery. 

The doctors found a compound fracture 
of the skull, a five-inch gash across his 
left wrist to the bone and his entire body 
spotted with bruises. 

An hour after the occurrence the police 
arrested Edward Ahearn and Michael 
Kiely, Ida Scanlan and Fanny Kletly at 
the women’s resort, Nineteen North Twen- 
ty-third street. All were drunk and it was 
not alee later that they could be interro- 
gated. 

Ahearn is 25 years old and a pugilist. He 
killed a man named Jackson four years ago 
in a prize fight and was indicted for murder 
in the second degree, but was acquitted. 
Kiely is 23 years of age. 

Brewer is a stranger and nothing could 
be learned of him at the hotel except thaf 
he had been there two weeks, 

Friday night Brewer was seen with two 
women and two men. It is said one of the 
women went to the hotel with Ellis and 
that Ahearn or Kiely became jealous and 
concocted a plan to wreak terrible ven- 
geance. 

The porter sajd the men were sober, ap- 
parently, when the entered. They asked 
for Brewer's room and went straight to it 
without delay or unnecessary words. When 
they left bloody footprints of men’s shoes 
remained on the hall carpet and the wooden 
stairway. 

Jones does not think he can identify the 
men who did the murderous job. Ahearn 
and. Kiely were pretty well sobered up 
yesterday afternoon, but the women were 
still unconscious. . 

The men were kegnly appreciative of the 
danger that stared them in the _ face, 
Ahearn denied everything and said he 
could prove an alibi. Keily weakened 
somewhat and said he merely hed a fight 
with Brewer.

WHEN A BIG GUN IS FIRED. 


Scme of the Resulting Phenomena 
Complicated Enough for a Scientist. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Not one man in 10,000 has a clear idea of 
just what happens when a big cannon is 
fired, The physical manifestations are num- 


professors of chemistry and 
physics are stumped when they wam to 
differentiate all the gases set loose and 
the peculiar effects they induce. The puff 
of whitish smoke, the flash of fire, the dim 
image of the flying projectile, the roar and 
the recoil are all familiar, but back of 
these is a complex mass of phenomena most 
bewildering to the mind of any but an ar- 
tillery expert. 

First the cubes, disks, hexagons or iIr- 
regular lumps of powder are chemically 
transformed into a powerful, expanding gas 
the instant firing takes place. Then there 
are innumerable by products that. even 
chemists do not understand. t 

The explosion of gunpowder is divided 
into three distinct stages, called the igni- 
tion, inflammation and combustion. The ig- 
nition is the setting on fire of the first 
grain, while the inflammation is the spread- 
ing of the flame over the surface of the 
powder from the point of ignition. Combus- 
tion is the burning up of each grain. The 
value of gunpowder is due to the fact that 
when subjected to sufficient heat it be- 
comes a gas which expands with frightful 
rapidity. The so-called explosion that takes 
place when a match is touched to gun- 
powder is merely a chemical change, during 
which there is a sudden evolution of gases 
from the original solid. 

It has been calculated that ordinary gun- 

powder on exploding expands about 9000 
times, or fills a space this much larger as 
a gas than when in solid form. when this 
chemical change takes place in a closed ves- 
sel the expansion may be made to do a 
work like that of forcing a projectile along 
the bore of the great gun or test tube in 
the line of least resistance. 
The hardest work a gunner is called upon 
to do ts to stand the tremendous shock. 
The forces exerted by these gases in ex- 
panding seem to radiate in al! directions 
from the cannon, as ripples are caused by 
dropping a pebble in a pool of still water. 
As a matter of fact it has been discovered 
that these lines of forces are exceedingly 
complicated affairs , and play very queer 
pranks about the cannon. Asa result few 
peole know just which Is the safest or the 
most dangerous position for a gunner to 
take heside his. gun. In the case of the 
great thirteen-inch guns on our monitors, 
a position back of the gun is much easier 
than one nearer the muzzle.

FUTURES ARE HIGHER 
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BUI CASH WHEAT DRAGS AND NO 
BETTER PRICFS ARE OB- 
TAINABLE. 


Wheat has shown an advance in the past 
week of some 3c al] round, purely, however, 
from a speculative standpoint, the strength 
having been confined to futures. 

That is, speaking locally, for in spite of 
larger receipts, averaging over 1000 cars 
a day right along in the Northwest, prices 
of spots have increased at Minneapolis and 
nn while here they have been station- 

Cash wheat in St. Louis has been running 
between tse and 70e for two weeks past. 
lf receipts are scarce one day holders try 
to hold their wheat firmer, but millers will 
not pay the advance and there the game of 
bluff ends, holders giving way rather than 
pay elevator or storage charges. 

The advance in futures has been purely 
speculative and with no real foundation. 
There can be no question of the size of the 
wheat crop now. In this vicinity there is 
a shortage of contract wheat, but in the 
whole country wheat is abundant, and it is 
only a question of time when the farmers 
turn it loose. But the market is considera- 
bly oversold and when a little flurry oc- 
curs, as did at Liverpool last week the 
shorts loose their heads; rush to cover, and 
the consequence is that the market jumps 
acent at a time ona sale of a few thou- 
sand bushels. 

A feature of the situation sometimes for- 
gotten is that the European demand this 
year is not going to equal 1897. France has 
all the wheat she wants; so has Italy: so 
indeed has Spain in spite of war; Australia 
is well provided; they talk of local famines 
in Russia, but Russian shipments continue 
to increase, and with the visible supply 
getting better weekly, and the export de- 
mand very dull, until the last few days, the 
prospect of higher prices is not reassuring. 

Corn remains steadier than wheat. Prices 
now are about on a par with same time 
last year on both spots and futures, and 
this is about as it should be. The crop 
outlook is better now than a month ago, 
but the consumption of corn is large, and 
while the visible supply is not alarmingly 
small—although less than it was—the re-

MARKETS ARE EASY 


ABUNDANT SUPPLY OF MONEY 
IN INTERIOR 
SITIES. 


GOLD IMPORTS ENGAGED. 


A Trade Balance in Favor of American 
Markets Whicn Will Bring Eu- 
rope’s Gold to This Coun- 
try in Large Eums. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept: 17.—Nervousness re- 
garding the probable showing of the weék- 
ly statement of averages of the associated 
banks existed in the early dealings in the 
stock market to-day. London was flat, 80 
far as American shares were concerned, 
and this helped to produce a reactionary 
tendency in the early trading. The selling 
was particularly pronounce@ in the North- 
ern Pacific issues, with the preferred stock 


declining more than one point. The Grang- 
er shares suffered fractional declines. Su- 
gar refining opened easier, but rallied later. 
Jersey Central was an early exceptionally 
strong feature. The entire list showed im- 
provement after the first half hour Ameri- 
can Tobacco again showed strength. 

The showing of the bank statement when 


>it was issued was construed by the market 


traders as more favorable than had been 
generally expected. The statement an- 
nounced a decrease in surplus reserve hold- 
ings of $2,836,375, which reduces the surplus 
reserves of the banks to $4,240,000. The fea- 
ure was a decrease in the loan item of 
$12,130,500. This indicates that the banks 
have liquidated a Mrge amount of loans 
during the week, leaving the situation in 
a much healthief position so far as the 
stock market is concerned. 

Only rates throwghout the week have 
not advanced beyond a 5 per cent rate on 
call—a rate that bank officers allude to as 
a fair business rate and which certainly 
cannot be called tight when it is remem- 
bered that the stock market speculator 
year in and year out, is paying a 6 per 
cent rate to his broker for carrying stocks 
for him. For loaning accommodations on 
time the rates exhibited an easier tone in 
the last days of the week because of offer- 
ings in large volumes of money from out 
of town. 

In all the other cities of the country the 
money markets have been easy, and it was 
quite natural that out-of-town bankers 
should endeavor to place the funds at 
their command in this market at interest 
rates higher than those obtainable at 
home. The unusually abundant supply of 
money existing this year at the interior 
cities is especially important in its bearing 
upon the chief factor, which, with the pay- 
ments for Government bonds out of the 
way, will govern the immediate future of 
the jocal money market. This is the ship- 
ment of currency to the West and South, 
to be used in moving and harvesting the 
crops.

That same night some of our soldiers 
brought in 160 Spanish prisoners which 
they captured in a fight that day. They 
were marched through the town half way 
down to Port Ponce and then back again 
and put into the jail. The Ponce citizens 
were very much excited over it. Thurs- 
day the surf ran 60 high one of the 
Steam launches from the hospital ship Re- 
lief became unmanageable and was lifted 
right into the air and driven on the dock. 
The officers and men tried to get the boat 
off, but they were unsuccessful. The sea 
also broke a derrick which we put up to 
unload our things and artillery. The surf 
was the highest I have seen at any time. 
When anyone wanted to land he had to 
come ashore in a boat, and it was very 
hard work. The waves were as much as 
twenty-five feet high, and very little un- 
loading could be done tbat day. Yester- 
day I stayed in camp all day and rested. 
We have high tents with four to a tent. 
In the afternoon I was talking with a 
citizen who was born and educated in the 
Inited States and came here in 1883. He 
owns the big sugar plantation near us, and 
also a large sugar refinery. He says land 
is worth from $75 to $125 an acre, and that 
they get four, five and six hogsheads of 
sugar to the acre. In a good year one can 
make from $12,000 to $25,000 out of a sugar 
cane plantation.

come from the middle States. Sunt. Oyler 
has made a request for more room, saying 
he had about twenty-five more exhibitors 
who wanted a nlace, and Mr. Aull ar- 
ranged for a large amount of tent room. 
Mr. Oyler has stcured through an old St. 
Louis friend one of the original carriages 
that has seen strvice in the streets of 
Manila, This carriage will be one of the 
feat@7gs of the carriage’ exhibit at the 
fair.

The Dairy Department will be the best 
general display of dairy produc ts ever seen 
at the fair. Supt. Levi Chubbuck ie ably 
assisted this year by Mr. G. H. Rabius of 
Mayview, Mo. Both are taking great in- 
terest in the department and yesterday ex- 
pressed themselves gratified with the large 
and varied array of dairy products, dairy 
machinery and the latest devices that will 
be seen here. St. Louis has the reputatic n 
of having the most satisfactory and gen- 
erally attractive dairy display of any fair 
in the land, and this year her reputation 
will be amply fortified, 

The success of the Poultry De ‘partment 
was one of the finest features of last vear’s 
fair. There were twice as many cxhibi¢es 
as on any previous year. Last year there 
were 4300 birds exhibited. Up to date this 
year the indicatione are that there will be 
fully 6000 birds exhibited. Of these there 
will be three carloads coming directly from 
New York City. This will be the first time 
any such number has ever been received 
from the East. There will be representa- 
tion from Ohio, Indiana, Illinols and other 
Western States.

Petition Now in Court Made Entirely 
for the Purpose of Depriving Her 
of the Property Which Pe- 
titioners Think Should 
Be Theirs. 


MARYVILLE. Mo., Sept. 17.—Judge Jas. 
B. Newman, administrator of the estate of 
the late Sylvester Bosley, Sr., has in a 
lengthy petition filed by his attorney, W. 
C. Ellisoh. brought suit in the Circuit Court 
of Nodaway County to determine the rights 
and interest in that estate of the woman 
who at the time of his death Mr. Bosley re- 
garded as his wife. The story that is told 
in the petition is, if true, a remarkable 
revelation concermng the life of Mrs. Mar- 
tha Leonard, alias Mrs. Martha Johnston, 
alias Mrs. Martha Chaplin. 

Three years ago a respectable-appearing 
woman, who looked about 50 years old, and 
who gave her name as Mrs. Martha Chap- 
lin, came to Maryville, bringing with her 
three children. She bought a small house 
in West Maryville, and there she has lived 
the greater part of the time since. June 
19, 1895. Mrs, Chaplin was married to an 
aged farmer, Sylvester Bosley, Sr., who 
had lived on a place a few miles west of 
Maryville many years. Mr. Bosley’s mar- 
riage was the cause of much trouble be- 
tween him and his chilaren. 

In July. 1897, Sylvester Bosley died, leav- 
ing a will, which bore the date of June 29, 
1895, and had, accordingty, been drawn up 
10 days after his second marriage. Among 
other things, the will named Judge J. B. 
Newman as executor of the estate. 

Final settlement ‘has never been 
and the petition which has ‘heen 
Circuit Court by Hon, William C. Ellison, 
as the executcr’s attorney, sets forth the 
reasons why. The petition alleges that in 
December, 4865, the Gefendant—whose maid- 
en name does not appear to be certainly 
known, and who was at that time only 14 
fears old—‘Mrs. Martha lILeonard, alias 
Mrs. Martha Chaplin, alias Mrs, Martha 
Bosley,’ was married in the State of Illi- 
nois to one William Leonard, who, it is 
stated, is still living, and is still her lawful 
husband. 

It is further alleged that after living with 
Leonard several years she abandoned him 
and went to Kansas, where. she went 
through the marriage ceremony with one 
R. P. Chaplin; that later she deserted him 
and came to Maryville, where she married 
Bosley. In July, 18%, a month after her 
gnarriagzge to bosley, the woman’s Kansas 
husband got a divorce from her in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Sumner County, it is said. 

The marriage with Chaplin, it is said, 
Was not her. second but her third venture 
of that character. Her second marriage 
Was tO a man named Johnston, and took 
place in Illinois. She lived with Johnston 
until his death, and had three children by 
him, all of whom are in Maryville with her. 

By the provisions of Bosley’s will. which 
was filed in Probate Court in August, 1897. 
he bequeathed to his “beloved wife, Martha 
Bosley,’’ $1000 in cash, “and all such dower 
interest in real and personal property that 
the law would allow, if this will had no‘ 
been made, including a year’s support and 
household and kitchen furniture.’ To his

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Sept. 10.—Rear- 
‘Admiral Sampson's bombardment of San

FOR THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


President Paul F. Coste Spoke for Edu- 
cational Interests. 

Mr. Paul F. Coste, president of the 
Board of Public Schools, made the follow- 
ing address: 

There is, perhaps, nothing In which we Amer!- 
cans take greater: pride than the combination of 
qualities which, as the distinctive type of Ameri- 
enn manhood, has earndd respect and admiration 


for us 28 a nation in the eyes of the world. It 
means energy, activity and enterprise. Such is 
the good reputation which our forefathers have 
bequeathed to us, and it becomes our duty as a 
nation to sustain ahd continue to deserve it. Not 
alone, however, for the sake of national pride or 
honor. In the maintenance and development of a 
high type of manhood and citizenship lies also 
our guarantee of future good government aud 
through it future national prosperity. 

To achieve this should be the aim of ‘all our 
educational efforts and aspirations. In the train- 
ing and education of our children, it should never 
be lost sight of that the grand purpose of it all 
is to fit them to become useful and self-sustaining 
citizens. 

The work of true charity is kindred to that of 
education. It is to help those of our fellow 
beings who are in need of help. Misfortune in 
its many forms, vice and innumerable other causes 
continually render a portion of bumanity de- 
pendent on others for the necessities of life; some 
temporarily, others permanently. They may turn 
to us with pressing needs either of food, clothing 
or shelter. Or it may be nursing, good counsel or 
an opportunity to work, which, owing to their 
temporary degradation, they cannot find without 
assistance. Immediate needs must be met by an 
outright gift, or alms from their fellow beings. 
These cannot wait. The hungry must be fed, the 
sick pursed nek to health and the, ragged and 
shivering clothed, But to respond to these de- 
mands is the simplest. portion of true charity's 
work, All this can be done by means of money 
alone, which many liberal citizens are ever willing 
to contribute. It means merely to give value, be 
it a meal, a night's lodging or an article of cloth- 
ing. 

This done, another and more serious problem Is 
presented, charity administered on intelligent 
and broad-guaged principles cannot -fail to recog- 
nize it. It will realize that upon its further treat- 
ment of the beings who have turned to it for help 
depends the fate of these unfortunates, Shall they 
be led back Into the paths of some form of useful 
and self-sustaining activity, or shall they become 
life-long beggars and paupers? 

To continue to give to a man beyond the period 
of pressing need—to relieve him of the duty to 
earn his own living when he fs able-bodied and 
can do so—is to rob him of his self-respect and 
soon to make of him a professional beggar. But 
even if he has been fed and clothed and again 
able and willing to work, he may still be help- 
less. unless given an opportunity or taught in 
some way how to become useful. To deqgl with 
human beings at this eritical stage is the diffi- 
eult task of charity. It is that part of its work 
which is akin to education. It amounts, in fact, 
eften to the work of helping to make up for an 
edueation, which che unfortunate has falled to re- 
coive in youth. 

A charity which aims to fill its place fully must, 
in justice to the Individuals whose lives it ean 
so influence either for good or evil, and In justice 
toe the community in which it Is active, draw the 
line sharply at foolish and pernictous. alms-giving 
and devote itself mainly to this educational ques- 
tion: “‘How can we. in the shortest time, make of 
these persons useful and self-sustaining members 
of «& wilety ?"’ 

I know of no institution in our midst whose man- 
agers have borne more steadfastly in view this Im- 
portant principle than the managers of the St. 
Louls Provicent Assoctation. Versonal observation 
for a number of yeara, when connected with an- 
other charity, Which often brought me into contact 
with its work, enables me to bestow this well-de- 
served praise. One of its fundamental rules is: 
“To require of such as have young children of 
proper age that they be kept at achool, unlese un- 
avoidable ctreumstances prevent, the design being 
to make the poor a party to their own improvement 
and clevation .y

The 
bright spot of red danced before them, now dodging 
one way, now another but always advancing and 
always in plain sight. In the midst of the dazzling 
sand dunes and bright rocks the little touch of color 
stood out with surprising distinctness. If a company, 
cut to pieces by the terrific fire poured down upon 
them from above wavered for an instant the gallant 
Major called to them by rame, urging them onward. 
The best men in the line in all that long run up the 
hill could not manage to overtake him. 

The fighting before Santiago has proven once more, 
if indeed proof were necessary, the wonderful coolness 
and self-possession of American soldiers under fire. 
The advance up the hill was carried out for the most 
part in perfect order. The voice of Major Keck was 
one of the few to be heard in that thrilling hour. The 
men simply realized that they had a disagreeable 
piece of work to do and were performing it to the best 
of their ability without making any unnecessary fuss 
about it. The men advanced in regular formations, 
and as thelr ranks were depleted they mechanically 
closed in, but the onward movement was silent, ir- 
resistible. lt was only as they reached the top that 
the men, still with their Major and his grotesque 
color standard before them, broke and rushed upon 
the block-house. The red bandanna had led the fight- 
ing line to the top. And then, instead of planting his 
colors on the height the quiet Major calmly wiped the 
sweat from his brow with his great handkerchief and 
put it in his pocket.

Military discipline is wholly beyond his comprehen- 
sion so far as outward forms go, but his officers say 
that in Cuba he would cheerfully have undertaken to 
charge the San Juan Hill all by himself if he had 
been ordered so to do. 5 

McGinty may know the meaning of fear, but he has 
never indicated the possession of such knowledge 
The boys tell a story of how when they were lying in 
the trenches under the hottest kind of fire McGinty 
came to them .staggering slowly under the weight of 
a big box of canned roast beef which he had man- 
aged to ‘“‘rustle’’ somewhere back of the firing line. 

Men were lying very low on the firing line at that 
time for the Mauser bullets and the shrapnel were 
singing wicked choruses over them, but McGinty 
seemingly was deaf to them, for he stood straight 
Uv on the trenches and sung out: 

“! kinder reckoned as some o’ you all might 
hunery an’ I done packed this beef yere fo’ you.’’ 

And yet between this cowboy of the cowboys and 
Capt. Woodbury Kane. exquisite clubman, there has 
sprung up a friendship as strong and true as it is 
strange.’ McGinty has been Capt. Kane’s orderly 
ever since Kane received his commission as second 
lieutenant, but their relations have been much closer 
than those of officer and man. They never tire ot 
praising each other and retailing each ether’s virtues 
to strangers. 

“MoGinty is a capital fellow, an excellent fellow, 
true as steel,”’ says Capt. Kane

ROOSEVELT: 


F Col. Theodore Roosevelt gets the Republican nom- 
ination for Governot. of New York it is very prob- 
able that his supporters will begin shortly there- 
after to paint this city blue, and the blue will be 
covered with white polka dots. 

When the gallant ‘‘Teddy” led his Rough Riders up 
the San Juan Hill before Santiago he had that blue 
handkerchief tied to his hat as you see it in the pic- 
ture. Hundreds of Spanish rifles were aimed at-that 
handkerchief, but it waved defiantly and untouched 
in the storm of bullets. 

The Rough Riders could always recognize Col. 
Roosevelt at any distance by the fluttering blue hand- 
kerchief, and wherever it went they followed. 

Like the plume in the helmet of Henry of Navarre, 
Recsevelt’s handkerchief was always in the thick of 
the scrimmage. 

Later when for two weeks the Rough Riders lay in 
the trenches before Santiago exchanging shots with 
the Spanish lines, that blue polka-dot handkerchief 


of their Colonel's was much in evidence. 

With it fluttering gayly in the breeze, he would 
calmly walk along the edge of the trenches or stand 
still and talk_to his men below. 

At such’ times the Mauser bullets would hum about 
the Colonel’s head like a swarm of angry bees, but 
never once did one hit him or make a hole in his 
handkerchief. ; 

*‘Ain’t you afraid you’ll get hit there; Colonel? The 
bullets seem to be coming pretty fast,’’ said a trooper 
to him one day. 

The Colonel stood ané considered the matter calmly 
for a full minute. Then he said: 

‘I don’t know but what I am drawing their fire too 
much. I think it might be-as well if I moved on.”’ 

That blue handKerchief which Col. Roosevelt wore 
tied to his hat is now in the ‘possession of the writer. 
It was given to him.by the Colonel at Camp Wikoff.

All the RoughsRiders have already begun wearing 
handkerchiefs Ife the Colonel's. They usually wear 
them tied about their necks. Col. Roosevelt himself 
has laid in a supply. He likes the pattern, and they 
remind him of the time when he enjoyed himself so 
thoroughly where the bullets sang about him. He 
will not acknowledge that he did anything extraordi- 
nary when he tied that handkerchief about his hat 
and took his boys up the San Juan Hill. 

“I didn't really lead the boys, you know,” he says. 
“T just pointed them right, and then I had to run Ike 
—everything to keep out of their way. Lead them! 
Why, they are not the kind to require much leading.”
